How many boys these 
days have that perpetual 
dream of being discovered 
as a fabulous new singing 
sensation? Most of them ob¬ 
viously never make it, but 
fortunately a few have been 
discovered in a period of 
what may seem iike over¬ 
night. Tom Jones is one of 
these great new stars, al¬ 
though I doubt that he 
would ever claim that it 
happened in one night. 

Born in Glamorgan, South 
Wales, on June 7, 1940, 

Thomas Jones Woodward 
went through many disil¬ 
lusions and quite a few 
years to achieve “overnight” 
success. He left school when 
he was 15 in order to go to 
work and earn some money,, 
which he considered more 
imoptant that being bored 
in a classroom all day. His 
jobs were small and insig¬ 
nificant, but he sang while 
he worked, and at 16 he 
learned to play the guitar, Jenkins To Show 

and then began to perform 
at local events. Soon there¬ 
after he formed a group of 
his own. When he reached 
the ripe old age of 20 , he 
decided that discovery 
wasn’t just going to happen, 
so he headed for London. 

Still, even after he cut 
several demos, there were 
many adversities he had to 
face. So Tom would return 
to his home and work for a 
little more money, and then 
come back to London again 
and lose it somehow. He 
kept on in this way for four 
years until he finally got 
the real break he needed 
and truly deserved. 

How this break came 
about is a unique story in 
itself. A songwriter - singer 
from London just happened 
to be on holiday in South 
Wales, where he walked 
into a club one night and 
saw Tom in action. He real¬ 
ized at once that Tom had 
something with real poten¬ 
tial.

When the United Nations Security Council voted unani¬ 
mously — with Russia in unaccustomed accord with the 
United States—to order a cease fire in Kashmir, it raised 
the question, where has the UN been the past 17 years? 

It was that long ago that India and Pakistan agreed to 
a plebiscite to decide who should rule Kashmir. As such 
things so often go in international agreements, however, 
nothing was done; except that the United States found 
itself giving aid to both sides and now is in the silly 
position of arming two of its "friends” and at the same 
time telling them not to use the arsenals on each other. 

The world will hope that the cease fire produces a 
peaceful solution to the old Kashmir problem. It could well 
wish also that in the future the UN will be intelligent 
enough to lend its weight to peaceful solutions before hot 
wars start, rather than leaping into the frying pan to 
unscramble the ominous omelet.
